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4) 1994 WAS THE YEAR YOU TURNED FROM SPORTS TO ACTIVELY PURSUING 
MUSIC . WHAT BROUGHT ABOUT THIS TRANSITION? 

WAS THERE A WATERSHED EVENT OF SOME KIND THAT DID IT FOR YOU? 

JB: MY FATHER WAS HEAVILY INTO SPORTS. HE WAS AND STILL IS VERY 
KNOWLEDGEABLE ABOUT SPORTS. LIKE ANY PARENT THAT WANTS TO PASS 
OR TEACH THEIR CHILD/CHILDREN THEY TEACH THEM WHAT THEY KNOW 
BEST. I DON'T THINK NATURALLY I WAS MEANT TO PLAY SPOR. EVEN 
THOUGH I OVERACHIEVED IN MANY OF THEM. DEEP DOWN INSIDE I KNEW I 
WANTED TO DO SOMETHING CREATIVE. THOUGH SPORTS. TAUGHT ME TO 
KEEP FOCUSED. GROW THROUGH ADVERSE CONDITIONS AND PROBABLY 
IMPROVISE. I ALWAYS THOUGHT HOW WELL AND QUICKLY I UNDERSTOOD 
FREE IMPROV MUSIC. I CAME TO THE THOUGHT MAYBE IT CAME FROM 
PLAYING SPORTS. YOU ARE ALWAYS REACTING TO A SITUATION AND THAT 
SITUATION CALLS FOR A BLINK OF AN EYE REACTION FOR PRETTY MUCH 
INFINITY SCENARIOS WHEN PLAYING SPORTS. 

5) YOU'VE ACTIVELY COLLABORATED WITH MANY PEOPLE AND FORMED OTHER PROJECTS LIKE BAD 
NIGHT MOON SHADOW. ANIQATIA, PINK HEX LIFE LIKE THUNDERSTORMS. WONDERTAKER... 

CAN YOU TELL US SOMETHING ABOUT THESE PROJECTS AND THE REASONS BEHIND STARTING THEM? 
JB: BAD NIGHT MOON SHADOW WAS A COLLABORATIVE STUDIO PROJECT WITH MY 
EX-WIFE FROM 1998-2005. ANIQATIA WAS A BAND WHERE I PLAYED BASS AND SANG. 

WE RELEASED TWO EP.'S. WE PLAYED THE LEHIGH VALLEY. PHILLY. NEW JERSEY AND 
NYC. WE HAD OUR SECOND EJ>. RELEASED ON NEFARIOUS INDUSTRIES. THIS BAND WAS TOGETHER FROM 2013-2016. 

PINK HEX IS A FREE JAZZ/NOISE BAND. WE HAVE 5 CORE MEMBERS. WE CAN PLAY SHOWS WITH TWO MEMBERS AND WE PLAYED SHOWS WITH 5 
MEMBERS. WE HAVE MANY GUEST MUSICIANS JOIN US ON STAGE. 

I JOINED PINK HEX IN 2014 AND WE ARE STILL ACTIVE. LIFE LIKE THUNDERSTORMS WAS JUST A SOLO PROJECT THAT I QUICKLY CREATED FOR 
TIMES WHEN THE OTHER BANDS I WAS IN HAD TO CANCEL OR DROPOUT OF A LIVE SHOW. I WOULD JUST REPLACE IT WITH LIFE LIKE 
THUNDERSTORMS. THIS PROJECT I CREATED IN 2015 AND IS CURRENTLY ON HIATUS. WONDERTAKER, I WAS ASK TO FILL IN ON DRUMS FOR A 


COUPLE OF SHOWS AND I ENDED UP PLAYING ABOUT 12 SHOWS WITH THEM FROM 
FALL OF 2015 TO SUMMER OF 2016. 


6) THE LAST FEW YEARS WE'VE SEEN THE DEATH OF THE NET LABEL SCENE AND THE INTEGRATION OF 
THE GLOBAL UNDERGROUND MUSIC COMMUNITY INTO THE ERA OF STREAMING MUSIC I KNOW 
YOU'VE BEEN A WAY FROM RELEASING MUSIC FOR A WHILE NOW. BUT ...YOUR TWO CENTS. PLEASE? 
DO YOU STILL BUY /ENJOY MUSIC IN PHYSICAL FORMATS? 

JB: YEAR ONE OF THE MAIN REASONS WHY I STOP RELEASING MUSIC FOR THE MOST PART. I 
NOTICED A HUGE DROP OFF M DOWNLOADS. I WOULD SAY 90% OF THE LABELS I WAS ON ARE NO 
LONGER FUNCTIONING IE: HEADPHONICA. CLASSWAR KARAOKE. WOMBNET. I KNOW ENOUGH 
RECORDS IS. I HAVE A RELEASE COMING OUT ON ENOUGH RECORDS SOMETIME IN 2019. FIRST ONE IN 
YEARS. I THINK SIRONA RECORDS IS FUNCTIONAL AT TIMES. I THINK IT IS SAFE TO SAY THAT YOU 
(IGOR) AND I WERE PART OF THE ’’GOLDEN ERA” OF NETLABLES. I THINK THE ONE YEAR I RECEIVED C 
1 MILLION DOWNLOADS C 2014/2015 VIA FREE MUSIC ARCHIVE. ARCWVE.ORG AND SONIC SQUIRREL. 
JAMENDO IS A GOOD ONE TOO BUT IT JUST FORMED A COUPLE OF YEARS BACK. YES. NOW IT IS 
MAINLY ALL STREAMING. I THINK IT WILL FLUXUATE OVER TIME. IT MAY CYCLE BACK. BACK TO 
ENOUGH RECORDS. THEY HAVE BEEN AROUND BEFORE. DURING AND AFTER THE BOOM OF NET 
LABELS. HE RUNS IT CORRECTLY. IT IS MOST DEFMITELY A LABOR OF LOVE. I AM PRETTY SURE 
ENOUGH RECORDS WAS CONSIDER/VOTED THE BEST OR TOP NET LABELS IN THE WORLD A FEW 
BACK. IT TAKES A LOT OF TIME, RESOURCES. MAN POWER AND EVEN MONEY TO RUN A CREATIVE 
COMMONS LICENSED NET LABEL. I THINK A LOT OF PEOPLE THAT START NET LABELS TRULY DON’T 
UNDERSTAND WHAT IT ENTAILS TO RUN A SUCCESSFUL NET LABEL FOR MORE THAN A FEW MONTHS. 
ALL THE FORE MENTIONED NET LABELS (PLUS MORE THAT I HAVEN’T MENTIONED). IN MY EYES, ARE 
AND WERE VERY SUCCESSFUL NET LABELS. (CONTINUES ON THE NEXT PAGE) 
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7) 3-4 ARTISTS/BANDS OR ALBUMS YOU'VE BEEN LISTENING TO A LOT RECENTLY? 

JB: I JUST SUBSCRIBED TO SPOTIFY ABOUT 3 

MONTHS AGO. I HAVE BEEN JUST LISTENING TO MY PLAYLIST. THERE IS ON BAND THAT I DISCOVERED BACK IN THE SUMMER 
2018 CALLED BRAND OF SACRIFICE. THEY ARE "LABELED" AS "TECHNICAL DEATHCORE" IT IS ONE OF THE MOST MIND BLOWING 
ALBUMS I HEARD IN A LONG TIME. I HAVE BEEN CATCHING UP WITH ALL OF THE MILLION AN ONE MELVINS ALBUMS THAT HAVE 
BEEN RELEASED OVER THE LAST SEVERAL YEARS ALSO, BEEN BUMPIN' MASSIVE ATTACK .BONOBO AND JEREMY EGNIK (SOLO). 
ISIS IS ALWAYS A STAPLE BAND THAT I ALWAYS LISTEN TO. I JUST WENT THROUGH A COUPLE MONTH STRETCH WHERE I WAS 
LISTENING TO MY FRIENDS BACK QUALITY OF MERCURY. IT REMINDS ME OF THE RENTALS PLACEBO. HUM AND FAILURE. 


8) AFTER ALMOST TWO DECADES OF PRO DUONG MUSIC YOU SHIFTED YOUR FOCUS TOWARDS 
VISUAL ART. AND MADE SOME STARTLING SERIES OF PAINTINGS SINCE. YOU'VE HAD MORE 
EXHK9TIONS THAN MOST ARTISTS COMMG OUT OF ART SCHOOLS. AND YOUR ART IS UNK2UE 
AND CAPTIVATING . WHEN DID YOU START PRO DUONG VISUAL ART? WAS IT SOMETHING 
YOU'VE BEEN DOING ALONGSIDE MUSIC FOR YEARS OR AG AM. WAS THERE SOME EVENT OR 
MOMENT IN YOUR LIFE WHEN YOU DEODED YOU SHOULD LET OTHERS SEE YOU'RE A VISUAL 
ARTIST AS WELL? 

JB: I STARTED TO PAINT AT THE END OF 1996. 1 MADE A FEW PAINTINGS IN 1997. THEN I STARTED 
TO PAINT ON OCCASION FROM 2004-2006. STARTING AROUND 2010,1 BEGAN PAINTING MORE 
CONSISTENTLY. FROM 2010-2015. 1 WOULD FOCUS ON PAINTING FOR LONGER PERIODS AT A 
TIME THAN I DID IN THE PAST BUT I WOULD STILL TAKE 5 OR 6 MONTHS OFF AT A TIME. A GUEST - 
A-MATION, I PRODUCED ABOUT 50 PAINTINGS AND SCULPTURES BETWEEN 1997-2015. 2016 IS 
THE YEAR. I REALLY STATED TO BEGIN TO FOCUS ON MORE ART AND BEGAN PHASING OUT 
MUSIC WRITING AND PLAYING OUT LIVE WITH BANDS. YES. I CREATED OTHER FORMS OF ART 
WHILE CREATING MUSIC I MADE MOST OF MY DIGITAL. CD. DVD AND CASSETTE RELEASE 
ARTWORK PLUS I MADE A LOT OF MUSIC VIDEOS FOR MY MUSIC AND FRIENDS MUSIC THERE WERE 
A BUNCH OF EVENTS THAT LED UP TO ME "LET OTHERS SEE YOU'RE A VISUAL ARTIST AS WELL". 
BEFORE I TELL TUS LITTLE ANTIDOTE. I WANT TO STATE THAT I DON'T BELIEVE MY MOM DID 
THIS ON PURPOSE. WHEN I WAS A CHILD MAYBE C 6 OR 7 YEARS OLD. I THINK DURING THE ONE 
SUMMER MY MOM SIGNED MY BROTHER UP FOR A DRAWING CLASS. I ALWAYS WONDERED WHY 
SHE DIDN'T SIGN ME UP TOO? PLUS. I WOULD HAVE TO WAIT OUTSIDE IN THE CAR WITH MY MOM 
WHILE MY BROTHER WAS IN CLASS OR SOMETIMES I WOULD BE OUT M THE CAR BY MYSELF 
WAITING ON THEM. IT ALWAYS PISSED ME OFF. I ALSO REMEMBER WHEN MY BROTHER WASN'T 
HOME. I WOULD SNEAK INTO THE CLOSET WHERE HIS SKETCH BOOK AND PASTELS WERE AND 
LOOK AT MS DRAWMGS. JUST RECENTLY. BONG ON FACEBOOKI WOULD MOSTLY POSTED 
NEWS ABOUT MY MUSIC ON OCCASION. I WOULD JUST POST A PAINTING THAT I DID IN THE 
PAST. IT WOULD GET MORE ATTENTION THAN MY MUSIC POST WOULD (EVEN THOUGH MY 
MUSIC POST WOULD GET A LOT OF ATTENTIONS). BUT I ALSO THOUGHT MAYBE IT IS GETTING 
MORE ATTENTION BECAUSE ALL YOU HAVE TO DO IS A QUICK LOOK. WITH A SONG IT IS MORE 
OF AN EFFORT TO LISTEN. THEN I THOUGHT. I THINK PEOPLE'S ATTENTION SPANS ARE GETTING 
SHORTER. MAYBE I SHOULD SWITCH FROM MUSIC TO ART. I ALWAYS KEEP THAT IN THE BACK OF 
MY MIND ON HOW PEOPLE ALWAYS REACTED TO MY ARTWORK ON FACEBOOK. _ 

9) DID YOU HAVE ANY ROLE MODELS IN VISUAL ART? WHAT KIND OF ART /STYLES DO YOU LIKE 
SEEING IN A GALLERY? 

JB: MY MOM. SHE WAS A TECHNICAL ILLUSTRATOR FOR THE ENVIRONMENTAL AND CIVIL 
ENGINEERING DEPARTMENT AT LEHIGH UNIVERSITY FOR 51 YEARS. SHE WAS ALSO INTO 
COMMERCIAL ARTS. I DON'T THINK HER WORK INFLUENCED ME DIRECTLY EXCEPT THE ONE 
PAINTING I HAVE OF HERS. KNOWING SHE WAS AN ARTIST FOR A LIVING REALLY INFLUENCED ME. 
PLUS. SHE WOULD ALWAYS MAKE CRAFTS. NEEDLE POINT. CROCHET. SEW. ETC I REMEMBER ON 
TIME MAKING A POTTERY THING OF SORTS IN THE KITCHEN WITH HER WHEN I WAS A KID. 

I LIKE SEEING ARTWORK WERE PEOPLE TOTAL COMMIT TO THEIR WORK AND SHOW NO FEAR 
AND TAKE RISK WITH GENUINE THOUGHT AND MOST IMPORTANTLY ORKJIALITY. IF YOU TRULY 
UNDERSTAND. YOU CAN DETECT A FAKE. A FRAUD OR FEAR IN A CREATION. 
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10) URBAN LANDSCAPES WERE OFTEN A THEME OF YOUR PAINTINGS- HOW DOES A PIECE OF TOWN 
BECOME PART OF YOUR PAINTING ? IS IT A FAMILIAR SITE YOU SEE EVERY DAY OR DO YOU 
VENTURE INTO OTHER TOWNS AND CITIES TO FMD INSPIRATION? 

JB: IT IS A COMBINATION OF INFLUENCE AND IMAGINATION. 

WHEN I WAS IN MIDDLE SCHOOL AND HIGH SCHOOL I WOULD STAY UP AT NJGHT 
DRAWING CITY SKYLINES FROM MEMORY. LIKE. PHILLY. NEW YORK CITY. LOS ANGELES, 
CHICAGO. ETC... I STILL HAVE THAT SKETCH BOOK. 

11) HOW'S THE LOCAL AND REGIONAL ART SCENE TREATING YOU? 

JB: TO BE HONEST. IT IS THE SAME AS THE MUSIC SCENE. 

IT HAS ITS MOMENTS AND SPOTS. THE LEHIGH VALLEY IS ABOUT A MILLION PEOPLE AND IT IS 
SLOWLY GETTING ITS ACT TOGETHER IN THE ARTS. I AM WORKING ON GETTING SHOWS IN 
PHILLY AND NEW YORK CITY. BOTH HAVE GREAT ART SCENES. THERE ARE PEOPLE THAT 
SUPPORT YOU. WORK WITH YOU AND GENUINELY WANT YOU TO SUCCEED AND THEN 
THERE ARE OTHERS THAT ARE FAKE FRIENDS. THE ONES THAT HAVE THEIR AGENDAS AND 
PEOPLE WANTING TO SEE YOU FAIL OR HATE ON YOU. IT IS SAME AS ANY OTHER CITY OR 

TOWN IN THE WORLD. 

12) DO YOU HAVE ANY UPCOMMG SHOWS /EXMBITIONS PEOPLE SHOULD GO AND SEE? 

JB: FOR 2019.1 DON'T HAVE ANY ART SHOWS BOOKED YET. THINGS CAN CHANGE VERY 
QUICKLY THOUGH. SO. AS THINGS ARE QUIET ON THE SHOW/EXHIBITION FRONT. 

1 AM IN THE PROCESS OF CREATING MORE ARTWORK AND ASSEMBLING A DRAWING AND A 

PHOTOGRAPHY SERIES. 

I AM TAKING THE TIME TO EXPAND: PAINTINGS. DRAWINGS. SCULPTURE/STRUCT URAL 
VIDEO. PHOTOGRAPHY. DIGITAL ART AND MUSIC

THAN OTHBIS ENABLE THE PLAYER TO CLAIM THE AREA AND BUILD STRUCTURES .ENCAMPMENTS, OBJECTS ETC NOW. I KNOW LOTS OF 
PEOPLE CRINGE AT THE VBIY MENTION OF GAMIFICATtON AND THINK GAMES SHOULD BE GAMES AND NOT MEANS TO ACHIEVING 
SHORT-TBIM REAL-UFE GOALS. BUT I BELIEVE RUN AN BiPIRE SHOWS US ONE OF THE MANY POSSIBLE WAYS OF INTRODUCING NEW 
CONCEPTS INTO THE STALE WORLD OF GAMING AND DEALING WITH THE MUNDANE IN REAL LIFE. AT LEAST WE CAN NOW DO AWAY

PROVES OTHERWISE. WHERE DO YOU THINK THE CREATIVITY COMES FROM AND WHAT WAS IT LIKE GROWING UP THERE? WHAT WAS THE FIRST 
CONCERT YOU SAW AND THE FIRST CONCERT BY A LOCAL REGIONAL BAND THAT MADE YOU WANT TO DO MUSIC? 

MM: FROM GROWING UP IN NORTH-EAST OHIO - THE WEATHER IS USUALLY SO CRAPPY YOU HAVE TO SPEND A LOT OF TIME INDOORS

BEFORE AND SEEING THAT I JUST KNEW THAT'S WHAT I HAD TO DO. FROM THAT MOMENT ON I DECIDED I NEEDED TO GET A GUITAR 
AND SOMEHOW START DOING THIS. 

SF) WHAT WAS IT LIKE BEING IN UNIFIED CULTURE? WHAT WAS THE RECEPTION OF THE 1995 ALBUM "TO KNOW WHATS UP~YOU HAVE TO BE 
DOWN". IS THE REFORMED BAND STILL OPERATING, AND IS NEW MUSIC IN THE PIPELINE?. WERE YOUR BROTHER CRAIG AND YOU IN BANDS BEFORE 
UNIFIED CULTURE? 

MM: IT'S THE GREATEST BAND I CAN HOPE TO BE IN. IT'S PERFECT FOR HOW I LIKE TO PLAY GUITAR; IT'S GREAT BEING IN A BAND WITH 
MY BROTHER CRAIG. WRITING AND PLAYING MUSIC WITH HIM IS PRETTY MUCH EFFORTLESS. WHEN THAT ALBUM CAME OUT IN 1995, 
HOWEVER. I HAD TAKEN A BREAK FROM THE BAND TO WORK ON SOME SOLO STUFF AND DO SOME EXPERIMENTAL ELECTRONIC

MM: MUDFOOT IS A SOLO PROJECT OF SORTS BECAUSE I DID 90% OF THE WRITING 
ON THAT AND THEN MY FRIEND TOM SKOLD WHO WAS ALSO M VENOMIN JAMES 
AND SPELLCHUCKER CAME AND THE TWO OF US SAT DOWN. I CAME IN WITH GUITAR 
PARTS AND VOCAL IDEAS, AND HE PLAYED DRUMS TO THEM AND THEN IT WAS MY 
TURN TO ADD BASS TO THE TRACKS. WE DIO A COUPLE OF DIFFERENT RECORDS 
AND PLAYED SOME SHOWS. THE LAST SHOW WE DID WAS OPENING UP FOR CHUCK 
MOSLEY'S BAND AT MS LAST SHOW IN CLEVELAND. 

BITCH WRANGLER IS NOT MY PROJECT. HOWEVER. I CAME IN AND WROTE A SONG 
TO JAY'S (JASON POPSON) LYRICS, AND WE HAD STEVE WHO'S NOW 
MUSHROOMHEAD'S SINGER PLAYED BASS AND ERIC MATTHEWS WHO PLAYS IN 
UNFED CULTURE AND ALTER BOYS AND STATE OF CONVICTION PUT THE DRUMS 
ON THAT. SO I JUST SORT OF GUESSED ON THAT PROJECT. 

SF) ORIGINAL PRANKSTA MADE QUITE A STIR BACK IN THE DAY. PARTS OF IT WERE 
OFTEN USED BY BANDS AND IT WAS TALKED ABOUT A LOT BY PEOPLE ALL OVER 
THE GLOBE- I LIVE IN SERBIA AND A FRIEND OF MINE GAVE ME THE MP3 VERSION OF 
THE ALBUM CIRCA 2003/4. PEOPLE HAVE BECOME MORE SENSITIVE ABOUT EVERY 
SINGLE TOPIC NOWADAYS- IS IT POSSIBLE TO DO ANOTHER ORIGINAL PRANKSTA 
NOWADAYS WITHOUT GETTING SUED? DID YOU DO ANY OTHER COMEDY BESIDES 
ORIGINAL PRANKSTA? 

MM: THE PRANK ALBUM ACTUALLY CAME OUT M1998. SINCE THEN I'VE DONE A 
COUPLE OF OTHER ALBUMS OF RECORDINGS THAT I NEVER REALLY RELEASED. JUST 
NEVER GOT ROUND TO RELEASING IT. THEN I WAS APPROACHED BY ALMOST 
READY RECORDS ABOUT RELEASING SOME STUFF ON VMYL RECORD. SO JUST AS 
OF LAST YEAR THERE'S A NEW PRANK RECORD OUT ON V*4YL AND IT INCLUDES A 
LOT OF THE OLD TRACKS FROM THE CD BUT ALSO A BUNCH OF STUFF THAT NEVER 
GOT OUT. 

IS IT POSSIBLE I MIGHT GET SUED? YEAH. SURE. JUST HAS TO BE WORTH

IT'S NOT SOMETMNG I DO SPECIAL. THAT'S EVERYDAY LFE. 
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SF) WHEN DO YOU START DOING VISUAL ART AND TATTOOS? WHAT WERE YOU INFLUENCED BY WHEN IT COMES TO VISUAL ART. WERE THERE ANY TATTOO ARTISTS AND 
PAINTERS YOU LOOKED UP TO GROWING UP? ARE YOU SELF-TAUGHT? YOU'VE BEEN RUNNING SQUARE CITY TATTOO FOR A WHILE NOW - HAVE YOU EVER REFUSED TO 
TATTOO SOMETMNG THAT A CUSTOMER WANTED? WHAT ff A CUSTOMER COMES TO YOU WITH A TRULY HORRIBLE DESIGN ON A PIECE OF PAPER? HOW MANY TATTOOS DID 
YOU HAVE TATTOOED AND WHO DID THOSE? 


MM: MOSTLY FOR MY OWN RECORDS. THERE WAS A COUPLE 
OF VARIOUS THINGS HERE AND THERE. I CAN‘T REALLY 
REMEMBER OFF THE TOP Of MY HEAD. MOSTLY STUFF FOR 
MYSELF. MUDFOOT. SPELLCHUCKER (LIKE INLAY AND ALBUM 
COVER DESIGNS) ALBUMS. IF YOU GET A STATE OF 
CONVICTION OR A UNIFIED CULTURE MERCHANDISE ETC. 
THERE'S A CHANCE THAT I MAY HAVE DESIGNED A T-SHIRT 
OR SOMETHING. AS I LIKE MAKING LOGOS. T-SHIRT DESIGNS. 
ALBUM COVERS AND PUTTING THAT STUFF OUT AS WELL. 


SF) IS THERE A PLACE ONLINE WE CAN SEE PHOTOS OF YOUR VISUAL ART 
(DRAWINGS. TATTOOS. ALBUM COVERART) POSTED? 


MM: VISUAL ART IS SOMETMNG I'VE DONE SINCE I WAS ABLE TO PICK UP A PENCIL. GROWING UP I LOOKED TO CARTOON ARTISTS BACK THEN. WAS REALLY MTO CHUCK 
JONES' AMMATION STYLE WHERE EVERYTMNG'S KIND A QUIRKY AND ALMOST HAS THAT TH BURTON-ESQUE FEEL TO IT AND THE WEIRD LINE WORK. THEN OVER TRIE I GOT
